MEETING (REF (A)). ACTION REQUESTED: WASHINGTON COMMENTS 
ON SYG LUNS PO PRIOR TO 13 MAY STAFF GROUP MEETING, WHEN 
SUBJECT WILL BE REVIEWED IN PREPARATION FOR PERM REPS 
MEETING. MISSION CALLS WASHINGTON ATTENTION TO PARA 4 IN 
PARTICULAR WHICH ADDRESSES ILLUSTRATIVE STUDIES. WE ASSUME 
GUIDANCE PROVIDED REF (B) CONTINUES TO APPLY. HOWEVER, WE 
BELIEVE MOST DELEGATIONS WILL SUPPORT PREPARATION OF NEW 
ILLUSTRATIVE STUDIES. ASSUMING THIS IS THE CASE, WE WOULD

2. IN REVIEWING THE FUTURE WORK PROGRAMME. IT IS IMPORTANT

A STUDY OR A REPORT TO THE STAGE WHERE IT IS READY FOR MINISTERIAL

2. BEGIN TEXT OF SUMMARY OF NPG WORK: 

SUMMARY OF POSSIBLE NPG FUTURE WORK 

1. FOLLOW-ON USE WORK PROGRAMME. PHASE I OF THIS PROGRAMME 
(PREPARATION OF BASIC DATA INPUTS) WAS COMPLETED IN 1973 AND PHASE II 
(COMPARATIVE ANALYSIS OF BASIC DATA, SYNTHESIS OF FINDINGS AND 
IDENTIFICATION OF POLICY QUESTIONS) IS NOW IN PROGRESS. IN 
CONFORMITY WITH THE APPROACH ADOPTEDf 1), AN AD HOC STUDY TEAM 
(US, UK AND FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY) IS PREPARING A PRELIMINARY 
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DRAFT OF A PHASE II DREPORT WHICH, ACCORDING TO ITS MOST RECENT 
STATUS REPORT(2), THE STUDY TEAM EXPECTS TO CIRCULATE SOME TIME 
IN THE SUMMER OF THIS YEAR. IT APPEARS VERY LIKELY THAT STUDY TEAM 
DISCUSSION OF THE PRELIMINARY DRAFT WITH THE PERMANENT 
REPRESENTATIVES AND SUBSEQUENT PREPARATION OF THE FINAL STUDY TEAM 
REPORT CAN BE COMPLETED IN TIME TO PERMIT IT TO BE PLACED ON A

2. IMPLICATIONS OF TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENTS. AT THE LAST 
NPG MEETING IN THE HAGUE, THE MINISTERS INVITED THE PERMANENT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REPRESENTATIVES TO ARRANGE FOR THE PREPARATION OF A STUDY OF THE

REPRESENTATIVES HAVE COMMISSIONED AN AD HOC GROUP, COMPOSED OF THE

CARRY OUT THE STUDY EFFORT(4). SINCE THE TECHNOLOGY STUDY GROUP IS 
JUST BEGINNING TO ORGANIZE ITSELF AND HAS NOT YET STARTED ANY 
SUBSTANTIVE WORK, NO PREDICTIONS CAN BE MADE AS TO WHEN AND IN 
WHAT FORM THE RESULTS OF ITS EFFORTS WOULD BE AVAILABLE FOR
